Statement Follows 


Dirg Harvey's statement as told to 


the Gazette by Sheriff Turquettc fol- 
lows: 


Tho immediate cause for tho shoot- 


ing began 'about 11 a. m. Monday and 
when Waldron came to a still operat- 
ed by "Dirg" and claimed lhat one of 
the condensers on the still had been 
stolen from him and another man. 
Dirg denied the accusation, and Wald- 
on loft, saying thtat he would return 
with his partner and take tho con- 
denser. 


Dirg went to the home of his father, 


J'M.'H,-.Harvey," about a mile and one- 
J quarter away, and obtained a double- 
i barrelled shotgun. After Dirg return-

Brothers Quarrel 


Another quarrel ensued, this time 


between Waldron and Theodore. Wal- 
don allegedly drew a pistol and threat- 
ened Theodore. King 
took the gun 


from Waldon. Waldon was then al- 
leged to have struck Theodore with 
his fists, knocking 'him down. "Dirg" 
told Mills and King to take Waldon 
uwuy, and this last to Waldon, or 
"I'll kill you." 


King walked away from the still 


with Waldon following, and Mills left 
the still, walking in a northerly di- 
rection. After Waldon had taken some 
IS steps he drew a pistol again, and 
DifR snatching the shotgun from where 
it was leaning against a mash pot, 
fired at Waldon in sc^ defense. After 
the man fell to the ground, Dirg, ac- 
ci.rding to his own statement, insane 
with rage, strode nearer and fired an-

Rains Profitable 


To Berry Growers 


In White County Alone, 


200 Additional Cars 


Will Be Shipped 


Rains in the .strawberry growing 


area of While cc^unty last week were 
worth approximately 520,000 to the 
growers, it was estimated by W. N. 
Price of Searcy, manager of the north- 
west division of the Arkansas Power 
and Light Company. About 200 addi- 
tional cars of the fruit will be ship- 
ped,-MrivEttCe -said,' Sinco'jthfr Brow* 
ers receive a'higher price for berries 
late in the season, tho added produc- 
tion , will mean a considerable in- 
crease in cash income. 


White county berries sold for an 


average of 51.83 a crate, which netted 
the grower a'land profit of 51 since it 
is calculated that labor, crates and 
other expenses total about 83 cents a 
carte. Mr. Price said White county 
will ship n total of 1,500 cars of ber- 
ries. They bring from 5900 to ?1,000 a 
car. It is estimated that only two- 
thirds of the crop marketed is ship- 
ped by rail. 


"On this basis." Mr. Price said, "from 


this county alone more than $1,500,000 
revenue will be received this year. All 
that money stays in the county, since 
the crates are manufactured here. At 
$25 a bale, which seems to be the aver- 
age price paid for cotton last year, the 
revenue 
from 
the strawberries in 


White county would be equivalent to 
fiO.OOO bales of cotton, and considerably 
more than Ihe total gross revenue for 
a year from the entire northeast divis- 
ion of the Arkansas Power and Light 
Company, which includes the cities of 
Batesville, Bald Knob, Beebc, Brink- 
Icy, Cotton Plant, Dss Arc, Earlc, For- 
rest City, Harrisburg, Heber Springs, 
Holly 
Grove, Jonesboro, Judsonia, 


Kcnsett, McCrory, McRac, Newport, 
Parkin, Searcy, Swifton, Tuckcrman. 
Walnut Hidijo, Clarendon and Wynne:" 


"The revenue received from the sale 


of berry plants each year is equal to 
probably one-half the sale of the ber- 
rir°. 


"I am absolutely sold on strawber- 


ries, loganberries, raspberries, poaches, 
grapes or anything that will give the 
farmer a month to month market. 
Contrary lo popular belief I do not 
believe, lhat conditions will ever right 
themselves to Iho limit of production, 
as it has always been und always will 
be the man who produces tho best 
product at the cheapest cost lhat will 
make the most money."

The community that is now known 


as Shover Springs was once in the 
possession of Indians. '• A few hardy 
pioneers wrestled the land 'away, from 
the Indians,' driving 'them 'away ahd 
taking possession of it. -there was ohe 
old Indian who refused to leave ahd 
stayed alone on what ' is/now known 
as tho Bodcaw Creek. 


The Shover spring was very- early a 


camping center for hunters and many 
cabins were built about it. A great 
deal of the land , was a wilderness. 
Game was plentiful; deer and turkey 
hunters camped 'about, the' spring1 all 
summer.

A few farms were scattered here 


and there but the immediate vicinity 
of Shover was left ' for - the hunters. 
Spring Hill 
and 
Centerville were 


small trading villages. For big sup- 
plies the farmer had to go to Camden. 
It took a whole, week to go in an ox 
wagon. A good team of mules could 
go in four days, but the driver 'of -an 
ox wagon thought he had made good 
time if he left early Monday morning 
and reached homo by Saturday night. 
. Most*of the roads were mere trails 
until they got to. the "Old 
Military 


Road." Thefe was a road that passed 
at the edge of the field east of: the 
spring: then wound about Spring Hill. 
Mail Was delivered about once a week 
at Spring Hill and the trip had to be 
made there to get it. All mail was 
carried by horses. \j 


Long before a church was establish- 


ed many brush .arbors wefo, used' for I 
, 


the meetings. An attempt was made 
to . establish -a Methodist . church, Aut 
it did r « i " f » f e a t -bne He^a' 


woman who called herself "Caroline 
Jesus" preached for a Week under an 
arbof. People came to ShoVer Sp'rlngs 
for miles around for 
any kind of 


gathering. The boy of a community 
would get an ox wagon full of young 
people with an older man sitting on 
the* tongue driving the oxen and come 
to Shover Springs for church services, 


The first school house 
was the 


Ah-es. school near Centerville. This 
house was built of logs, Later a 
school house was built at what is 
now Oak' Grove) children from sur- 
rounding' communites attended; Much 
later the district was further divided. 
A Idg schools-house' was built nearer 
Shover Springs .before the two story 
house that still stands was built. 


The early homes of the pioneers 


were log cabins. When the cabins 
were built, there were spaces cut to 
the'wall for a fireplace, window and 
door. The roof was made of squares 
of bark. A door of bark was hung on. 
leather straps. The door, had wooden 
latch-which-was-lifted or dropped" by 
a string. The cracks between the logs 
were fljled with moss and mud; The 
earliest homes had but one room 'with 
earth'-floors.- -Pine knots* burning in 
the fireplace lighted the room... A great 
iron bed held .the pots and kettles voer 
the fire. All the Vegetables were boil- 
ed together in these great copper ket- 
tles and iron pots. .There were no 
forks, no glasses, no china, and no 
saucers.- Dishes -were made of square 
blocks of., wood. Qourds grew almost 
everywhere and were used for cups. 
Spoons and. knives were made ' of 
pewter and wood. Housekeeping was 
simple and there were few dishes for a 
pioneer" girl to wash. 
'The furniture and tools were home 
made. -The people'knew how;'to make 
things without, the use of-manufactur- 
ing plants. The, furniture of these 
early homes of Shover Springs was 
rough and simple. Very often the 
beds were bunks nailed, to, one side 
of .life "wall". The",tabre was made of 
long-narrow boards laid on two sup-
